The withdrawal of the w itness from 
the stand came as a result of the ses­ 
sion iii Chambers this morning. 
A f­ 
ter this announcement further testi­ 
mony of witnesses was resumed. 


No witnesses 
were 
heard 
at 
the 
m orning session, of Court, the 
entire 
period 
being 
spent by 
Court 
and 
counsel in 
Chambers. 
Briefs 
were 
presented in 
the 
question 
of 
the 
competency 
of 
Mrs. 
Oliver 
Shar­ 
iah, wife of the accused, as a witness 
for the 
Commonwealth. 
Arguments 
were presented by 
counsel 
for 
both 
sides and at noon it 
was 
announced 
that adjournment would be taken. 


The Court room was filled when the 
session convened at nine o’clock, 
the 
fact that Mrs. Sharrah would resume 
her testimony evidently adding to the 
interest attached to the 
Dial.

Her husband had grabbed a gun 
and placed a shell in the 
weapon 
in 
the meanwhile, Mrs. Sharrah observed 
this and tried to wrest the gun from 
him. In her effort to secure the weap 
on she was facing Sharrah and he shot 
over her shoulder. 
DeardorfT then 
stepped 
back 
into 
the kitchen and laid 
down. 
Sharrah 
went hack to bed, taking the gun with 
him. 
DeardorfT arose from the 
floor 
and walked outside of the house. Mrs. 
Sharrah saw' he wras 
badly 
wounded 
and went for the assistan ce of neigh­ 
bors. At the end of the day Mrs. Shar­ 


rah was still on the stand. 


COMING EVENTS 


Affairs Scheduled for G ettysburg din 
ing the Corning Weeks. 


Many persons subject to special tax­ 
es, such as 
proprietors 
of 
theatres, 
pool rooms, cigar and tobacco manu­ 
facturers, and especially dealers in to­ 
bacco, apparently do not realize 
that 
if they do not pay by January 31 the 
tax for the six m o n t h s 
ending 
June 
MO, 1910, they are subject to a penalty 
of 50 per cent under the internal rev­ 
enue laws. This fact was emphasized 
Tuesday by Joseph S. Felix, 
Deputy 
Collector of Internal Revenue, in 
the 
Post Office Building. 


The taxes w'ere first imposed by 
ihe 
Em ergency Tax law which was parsed 
in 1914. 
The first law 
provided 
it 
should expire on December Bl, 1915. 
Owing to the continuation of the war 
in Europe, 
however, 
Congress 
con­ 
tinued it fo r another year. All annual 
special taxes under the internal 
rev­ 
enue are payable on the 
year 
begin­ 
ning July I. 


The tax now to Im* paid, 
therefore, 
is a half y e a r’s tax for the six months 
ending June 30. Every cigar store and 
other seller of tobacco who sells $200 
worth yearly must in January, 
1910, 
pay a tax of $2.40 or he will incur the 
penalty. 
The same applie- to 
every 
specal taxpayer under the Em ergency 
Tax law.

A public hearing 
on 
ihi* question will he held by the Fed­ 
eral Horticultural Board at 
the 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture, Washington, 
on February 4. The States which it is 
proposed to quarantine on this account 
the Pennsylvania, 
New 
Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
and New York. 


The white pine 
blister 
rust, 
like 
citrus blight and blister blight, is an 
imported disease w-hich was introduc­ 
ed into this country on nurser}* stock 
before the passage 
of 
the 
Federal 
Plant Quarantine 
Law. 
Ninety 
per 
cent of the infections now in America 


came from a single German 
nursery- 
The disease, it is said, 
can 
be 
con­ 
trolled in the Eastern 
States, 
where 
it now exists, hut if it finds its 
w*ay 
into the Western forest* there 
is 
no 
likelihood that its spread can he suc­ 
cessfully 
checked. 
At 
tho 
present 
time these forests are free from bli ;• 
ter rust and it can only be introduced 
into them through nursery stock of 5- 
leaved pine or currants. A quarantine 
against the relatively 
limited traffic 
in this stock is, therefore, believed to 
he a necessary precaution. 


A* an additional safeguard, it also 
i 
proposed to prohibit the entry of 5- 
leaved pine nursery stock 
from Can­ 
ada and of nursery stock of 
currants 
and gooseberries from 
Canada, 
Eu­ 
rope and Asia. These question* will be 
considered at the same hearing as the 
proposed domestic quarantine. 


The importance of 
protecting 
the 
white pine forests 
from 
the 
blister 
rust may lie inferred from 
the 
fact 
that in Pennsylvania, New* 
England, 
and New York alone there are still 15 
billion feet of mature white pine val­ 
ued at not les.s than $75,000,000. 


Iii 
addition 
to 
its 
effect 
upon 
standing timber, the 
spread 
of 
*he 
disease would seriously interfere with 
the planting of trees. 
At the present 
tune the white pines are 
among 
the 
principal varieties 
planted, 
not only 
by private owners, hut also by 
cities, 
states, and the National 
government. 
If blister rust 
is 
allowed to 
become 
prevalent, much land 
more 
suitable 
for forestry than for agriculture 
and 
which could otherwise 
t>ear 
splendid 
forests of white pine will have to re­ 
main waste or tie devoted to some in* 
ferior tree. 
It is estimated 
that 
in 
Pennsylvania, New England, and New 
York, there are not 
less than IO mil­ 
lions acres to which this is applicable 
anil that in the laike States there 
are 
another IO million. 
The proposed quarantine 
will 
not 
only be an 
additional 
protection 
to 
the great Western forests, which 
are 
naturally isolated from the 
East 
by 
treeless plains,
